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XL VI II. — Descriptions of some new Asiatic Species of 
Rhyneliitcs. My Francis P. Pasco k, F.L.S. &c. 

It is chiefly from the collection made by Mr. Wallace that I 
have selected the following well-marked species of lihynchitcs. 
The genus was separated from Attel<ihus : Linn., by Ilerbst in 
1797, and comprises about 100 species, including those here 
described ; it is almost cosmopolitan, but has not yet been 
found in Australia. M. lioelofs has lately described several 
new species from Japan ; and I have here added another 
(allied to li. hetuhti) which is also found there (Yokohama), 
although it docs not seem to have been met with by Mr. 
Lewis's collectors.
